A meteorological observatory has been 


erected by Pope Leo XHI at Carpiueto- 
Komano, his native city. 


Recent researches indicate that on land 


the winds show a considerable variation 
in strength at different times during the 
day, being strongest during the greatest 
heat, or from one to three and a half hours 
after t le sun passes the meridian. On 
the summits of many large mountains, 
however, like Mt. Washington, the wind 
is weaker in the middle uf the day than 
in the morning and at .light; while in 
the middle of the ocenn there is scarcely 
any appreciable daily \ J'iation iu the 
wind's force. 


According to Mons. P. Gibier, rabies 


can b<: communicated to birds, which, 
howevor, recover spontaneously. Mam- 
mals inoculated from the deseased birds 
die wi-h the usual symptoms of rabies. 


Mons. E. Juny has found violet light to 


be favorable to the development of the 
eggs of various animals, while an injurious 
or at bast retarding influence is exerted 
by green and red lights. 


Mr. Hugh Browne has drawn attention 


to tbe fact that tbe Sutlej, one of the great 
streams of British India, is probably the 
swiftest large river in the world, having a 
descent of 13,000 feet in 180 miles—an 
average of about 67 feet per mile. 


A Paris physician, Dr. Gelle, has found 


that from 30 to 25 per cent of school chil- 
dren have imperfect powers of hearing, 
and that tbe poorer classes of children are 
especially liable to 
partial 
deafness. 


These observations have led ton practical 
result iu France, where pupils are to be 
seated at distances from the teacher's 
desk corresponding with their keeness of 
hearing. 


Mr. James Manning states that the 


black aboriginies of Austrailia have a 
general belief in a deity, all knowledge of 
whom is concealed from the women and 
children. 


A biography of Louis Pasteur, just 


completed by his son-in-law, gives the 
follow ing description of the surroundings 
ol the great French investigator at his 


daily work : All the animals in the labor- 
atory, from the little white mice hiding 
under a bundle of cotton wool to the dogs 
barking furiously from their iron railed 
kennels, are doomed to death. These in- 
habitants of the place, which are marched 
out day after day to be subjected to op- 
erations or other experiments, share the 
space with still more ghastly objects.. 
From all parts of France hampers arrive 
containing fowls which have died of chol- 
era or some other disease. 
Here is an 


enormous basket bound with straw ; it 
contains the body of a pig which has died 
of fever. A fragrament of lung, for- 
warded in a tin box, is from a cow which 
died of pneumonia. Other goods are still 
more precious. Since Pasteur, two years 
ago, went to Paul.lac to await the arrival 
of a boat which brought yellow fever pa- 
tients, he receives now and then from far 
off countries a bottle of black vomit. 
Tubes of blood are lying about, and plates 
containing drops of blood may be seen 
everywhere on the work tables. In special 
stores bottle-like bladders are arranged. 
The prick of a pin into one of these 
bladders would bring death to any man. 
Enclosed in glass prisons millions of 
microbes live and multiply. 


A London medical authority dissents 


from the common view that dampiiesss is 
a great cause of disease, of tho respiratory 
organs especially, in the British Isles, 
since no special increase in the death rate 
has been shown to result from a rainy 
season, whereas an unusually cold period 
produces an immediate and notable in- 
crease in the number of deaths. 


Baron Norde'nskjold, the eminent Swed- 


ish navigator of the Arctic seas, contem- 
plates a voyage to south polar regions next 
year. 


Entomologists of England are lament- 


ing the gradual, disappearance of the 
butterfly frg.ni that country. 


A watch with only two wheels, which 


are driven by electricity from a tiny bat- 
tery, is reported from St. Petersburg. It 
is said to be a good time keeper. 


A OATAbTEOFHET 


The engineer of the Star printing es- 


tablishment, soon after starting the steam 
enn'me on Tuesday morning, noticed a 
white patch on the inner surface of tbe 
rim of the driving wheel which he thought 
was a piece of paper caught by one of the 
spokes in its m'oht and whirled round and 
round by the wheel. The white pritch 
was noticed by several of the hands dur- 
ing the morning, who accounted for it in 
the samp way, but no attention had been 
specially given to the matter when the 
engine was stopped shortly after noon 
As the wheel stopped, the engineer was 
surprised to see the white spot fall to tne 
ground and then get up and crawl away, 
lie then for the first time became Lware 
that the white spot which had been whirl- 
ing on the fly wheel was a cat which had 
been clinging to one of the spokes of the 
wheel and hud only relaxed its hold when 
the wheel had come to a standstill. 
The 


cat seemed dazed for a while and was 
taken in the street for freer air. Here 
it remained perfectly still for a consider- 
able time, but on an attempt being made 
to cover it with a paper it ran of)'in a 
zig/ag course, but apparently as fully 
alive as ever. The lower portion of the 
fly-wheel revolves in a trough, thu sides 
of which fit close tn the broad tire of the 
wheel, and it is presumed that the cat, 
which is a strange one, being frightened 
at the entry of the engineer, jumped into 
the trough to get out of the way, and 
when the wheel was started found itself 
whirling around on the inside of the tire. 
The wheel is ten feet in diameter, and as 
it revolved from 1 A. M. to 12.30 P. M., 
and at a rate of sixty revolutions per 
minute, by a simple calculation it will be 
seen that the cat traveled a distance of 
more than 117 miles, or about 20,000 
revolutions of the wheel.—Montreal Star. 


ALCOHOL NOT DANGEROUS TO LITTLE 


BRAINS —Men of low intellectual endow- 
ment with a taste for strong drink will 
derive much comfort from the result of 
one of the latest experiments which the 
French Temperance Society has been 
making on the alcholization of pigs. The 
experiments which were commenced in 
1879 on a number of pigs of the so culled 
Anglo-Chinese breed have been continued 
ever since. 
Each pig was kept in a 


separate sty, but twice a day they were 
all fed together in an adjoining yard. 
Alcohol was mixed with their food, and 
after each meal they all fell into a sleep, 
but showed no signs of excitement, except 
now and then a slight muscular trembling. 
The difference of the effect on human 
beings and pit's is believed to arise from 
the smalhiess of a pig's brains, for the 
larger the brains the more dangerous the 
effect of intoxication. Hence, although 
the companions of St. Anthony may oc- 
casionally indulge in their taste for juni 
per, they are in no danger of being at- 
tacked by delirum tremens.—Pall Mull 
Gazette.

When the School Trustees of the town 


of Cornalbin received from New York an 
application signed "Violet Mathisen," for 
the position in" held teacher of the town 
school's intermediate department! which 
hod been advertised as vacant, they for- 
mally replied by post that the applicant 
could appear before the Board at a speci- 
fied time, if she could do so at her own 
expense. But tbe Trustees wrote, fur- 
ther, that it was only fair to Miss Mathi- 
sen to inform her that there were sixty 
applicants for tbe position, some of them 
being well and favorably known at Cor- 
nalbin, and that the advertisement had 
not been published because the Board 
lacked material from which to select, but 
merely in accordance with one of the by- 
laws governing the Board. 


Yet Miss Violet Mathisen went from

She was one 
of those women who seem sent into the 
world to prove that the possession of im- 
mense wealth by a single individual may 
be a blessing to the poor of all her race; 

The Baroness 
was the widow of Baron Lionel dc Roths- 
child, head of the English branch of the 
house, and mother of its present head, 
Sir Nathaniel Rothschild. 
Their resi- 


dence in Piccadilly was among the best 
known in London ; one about which every 
stranger asks if for no other reason than 
that it looks down on that of the Duke of 
Wellington by its side. 
D'uutcrs and 


receptions gavo it a reputation of its own, 
for there, if anywhere, London society 
took on a cosmopolitan tone. 
Mr. Disra- 


eli, to whom the late Baron was a staunch 
friend, dined there every Sunday during 
the season and celebrities from all over 
Europe were to be met under the Baron's 
roof. 
The records of the movements of 


crowned personages on their visits to 
London, says one great journal in its lofty 
style, usually included a visit to her house. 
But the record of her ample and noble 
charities takes up a much larger place 
than that of the visits of crowned person- 
ages, both in her life and in the accounts 
published on her death. Tire benevolence 
of the Jewish people is so well known 
that it can surprise nobody to hear how 
multifarious were the objects of the Bar- 
oness 
Rothschild's generous interest. 


Free schools, free kitchens, free hospit- 
als, all came within her range, and to all 
she gave largely. She gave money, and

profound personal sympathy with suffering 
and distress of every kind.

WOMEN BREAKING* STONES ON THE 


STREET.—A Reading (Pa.) dispatch of 
April 19th says : "In the eastern part of 
the town preparations are going on for 
the erection of a large number of houses. 
In excavating for the cellars limestone 
rock was struck, which requires blasting. 
Stones weighing from ten to twenty 
pounds were thrown, and to break these 
rocks into small pieces for the city's 
streets was tho task undertaken by two 
middle aged women named Shultz and 
Fries, respectable residents of this city. 
The women with hammers have been at 
work all the week in the open air break- 
ing stones. They receive thirty-five cents 
a ton for their work, and each can break 
a ton and a half a day. 
They sit on small 


stools on the edge of the quarry, and 
swing their hammers lustily, not caring 
for the gaze of the hundreds who stop to 
view the novel work of two native born 
women. 
They work eight hours a day. 


The women are widows with children, 
and say they prefer that sort of work to 
washing or other household drudgery." 


Seven or eight years ago, it is said, 


Michael de Munkacsy bought some $3,000 
worth of furniture and promised to give a 
picture in payment. The upholsterer did 
not press him for a settlemedt then, but 
waited for the artist to become more 
famous. 
A month ago he went to the 


studio and said : "Well, how about that 
picture t" 
The artist offered a check for 


the amount due, but the other insisted 
upon having a picture. Then De Mun- 
kacsy dished off a sketch on the spot and 
gave it to him, saying, "There, that is 
easily worth $3,000." The upholsterer 
accepted it, delighted, and hurried on to 
a picture dealer, who refused to give any- 
thing like that amount for it. 
Back he 


went to the artist, asking him to retouch 
the sketch and mnka it worth more. 
This De Munkacsy refused to do, and 
now tbe tradesman has brought suit 
against him to compel him to do so.

Ex-Attorney General George Lear, of 


Doylestown, Bucks county, died at his 
residence on Friday, after several weeks' 
illness, in his 67th year. Though for some 
weeks Mr. Lear has been quite ill, and 
while his physician had from the begin- 
ning pronounced the case as extremely 
serious, it was reported on Thursday that 
the patient was measurably comfortable, 
and the public was not looking for the 
end so soon. 
His sickness began before 


the last term of court, from a session of 
which Mr. Lear had not been absent for 
many years. 


George Lear was born in Warwick 


township, Bucks county, Pennsylvania, 
February 10, 1818. His father and 
mother were Robert Lear and Mary Meloy, 
who were of mixed Celtic origin. He was 
brought up on a poor ('arm, and at thea&e 
of IS went out into the world, unaided 
from auy source, and engaged in such 
pursuits as a youth' with no money in bis

In August, 1848, he was appointed De- 


puty Attorney General by Hon. James 
Conper, having in 1884 entered the office 
of his preceptor for the purpose of givins 
his whole time to his legal studies, and 
being admitted to the Bucks county bar 
in November, 1844. 
He was reappointed 


Deputy Attorney General by Hon Corne- 
lius Darragh, Mr. Cooper's successor, and 
held the position until 1850, when the 
office of District Attorney was created 
and that of Deputy Attorney General ab- 
olished. 


Mr. Lear entered the Constitutional 


convention of 1872-3, but he was one of 
the exceptional members who refused to 
sign his name to or vote for the Constitu- 
tion framed by that convention. While 
he advocated and sustained all the im- 
portant measures of reform in the con- 
vention, he believed that "the instru- 
ment, as finally adopted, contained such 
encroachments upon the rights and res- 
trictions of the powers of the people as 
to deprive the government of that flexi- 
bility and power of adapation to the 


THE COMIHG MTATE FAIR. 


Stalls to accommodate T75 bead of live 


stock for the Pennsylvania State Fair are 
already under cover, and within tbe next 
week work will begin on the larger and 
more expensive buildings. 
The site of 


the Fair comprises a thirty-acre parallel- 
ogram, and is at' tho junction of the 
Reading and Connecting Railroads within 
the boundaries of Broad street, Lamb 
Tavern road, Glenwood avenue and Cum- 
berland street, Philadelphia. The erec- 
tion of the buildings will necessitate an 
outlay of $75,000. The main edifice will 
front on Seventeenth street, 150 feet by 
300 feet deep, and will be sixty feet high. 
Near the Germantown Junction will stand 
the poultry building, 50 by 150 feet, and 
the intersection of Sixteenth street and 
Lebigh avenue has been decided upon for 
the site of Agricultural Hall, 60 by 200 
feet, in which will be exhibited the pro- 
ducts of the farm, garden and the dairy. 
A floral hall, 60 by 100 feet will be lo- 
cated west of Sixteenth street. A res- 
taurant, 82 by 132 feet, a public comfort 
building, CO by 75 feet, and a number of 
smaller buildings for various uses, com- 
plete the structures which will form the 
receptacles for the myriad of exhibits to 
be seen during tbe two weeks of the Fair, 
beginning September 8th.

M. LouisPaiteuB, the celebrated French 


ehemi«j clftfcA»-to4iWe irtaa»a discovery 
of a compicte oure, or rather antidote, for 
hydrophobia. 
In an interview with a 


Fiyaro correspondent M. Pasteur says : 


"Cauterization of the wound immedi- 


ately after tbe bite, as is well known, has 
been more or Jess effective, but from to- 
day Anybody bitten by a mad dog has only 
to present himself at tbe laboratory of the 
Ecolc Normal), and by inoculation I will 
make him completely insusceptible to the 
eflectsof hydr<>f>bobia,«»en if bitt'en sub- 
sequently by any number of mad dogs. 


"I have been devoting the last four 


years to ibis subject. I found out, in the 
first place, that ti».viru*.rabiqu6 loses its 
intensity by transmission to certain ani- 
mals, and increases its intensity by trans- 
mission to other animals. 
With the rab- 


bit, for Instance, tbe virus rubique in- 
creases ; with the monkey it decreases. 
My method was as follows : I took the 
virus direct from the brain of a dog that 
had died from acute hydrophobia. 
With 


this virus I inoculated a monkey. The 
monkey died. 


"Theft With .the y iruB-^already weijt; 


cned in intensity—taken from the monkey 
I inoculated a ieconcl monkey. 
Then with 


the .virus taken from the second monkey 
I inoculated :i third monkey, and so on 
until I obtained a virus so weak, as to be 
almost uarmle.3. Then with this almost 
harmless virus I inoculated a rabbit, the 
virus being atoned increased in intensity. 


"Then with the virus from the first 


rabbit I 'maculated a second rabbit, and 
there was another increase in the intensity 
of the virus. 
Then with the virus of the 


second rabbit I inoculated a third rabbit, 
the^u a fourth, nqtil the virus had regained 
its maximum intensity. Thus I obtained 
virus of different degrees of power. 
I 


'.hen took a dog und inoculated him, first 
with the weakost virus fro in the rabbit, 
then with the virus from the second rab- 
bit, and finally with the rabbit virus of 
maximum intensity. 
After a few days 


more I inoculated the dog with virus 
taken directly from the brain of a dog 
that had just died of acute madness. The 
dog upon which I had experimented 
proved completely insusceptible to hydro- 
phobia. 
The experiment was frequently 


repanted, always with the smne successful 
result. 


"But my discovery does not end here. 


I took two do;;s and inoculated them both 
with virus taken directly from a dog 
that had just died of ncute hydrophobia. 
I let one of my two dogs thus inoculated 
alone, and he went mad and (lied of acute 
hydrophobia. 
I subjected the second dog 


to my treatment, giving him the three 
rabbit inoculations, beginning with the 
weakest and ending with the strongest. 
This'second dug was completely cured, or 
rather Occam j completely insusceptible 
to hydrophobi i." 


A NEW STYLE of 
GUN.—The Otis 


Iron and' Steel Company, of Cleveland, 
have a contract with the •Government for 
furnishing for its usa steel wire or the 
material from which U will bo drawn, 
for new style of heavy gun, invented by 
Dr. Woolurid^e. 
This will have a 10 


inch bore and be from '21 to i!5 feet in 
length, consist ing of a steel cylinder sur- 
rounded by twelve 12 hammered-steel 
bars, 4 inches in diameter and reiichiu;* 
tho entire length of the «un. These will 
stand the longitudinal strain. 
Around 


tli use s£eol lurs is wrapped the wire. 
.Ordinarily on>j would suppose that ithe 
enterior coils of the wire would have to 
withstand the. strain. 
This however, is 


provided for. Tha part of the Otis Irou 
and Steal Works is to manufacture steel 
billets of the finest.quality of metal, ac- 
cording -to tde Government's specifica- 
tions. These arc to be sent to Toronto 
to be drawn into wire Without annealing. 
This will sustain a force of from 180,000 
to 100,000 pounds to a square inch. The 
wire, while under tension is wrapped 
around the st.ee! cylinder of the gun. 
Thirty thousand of those billets will be 
manufactured, a part of which will be 
used on a heavy gun to be made at South 
Boston Iron Works, in a cast-iron cylinder 
will be reinforced near the breech by 
steel wire.

eloped to America with bis governess 
twelve years ago, thus incurring the re- 
sentment of his noble relations, re- 
sulted in his being found working as a 
porter in the Broadway clothing house 
of EarLart, Wbitford &Co. 


A young man, coatlesa, heated, and 


with collar loosened, came forward and 
extended a big, brown, toil-stained hand. 
'•You are Lord Drurmnond, I believe," 
said the reporter. 


'•I am," said he, a little surprised, but 


in no wise disconcertud, lie was fully 
six feet tall aiid splendidly built, had a 
finely shaped head and full, regular fea- 
tures, with closely cut light hair and 
moustache. 


His story, as gathered from himself 


and other sources, is as follows : George 
Essex Montifex, Lord Drummond, only 
son of Malcolm, Viscotint Faith and the 
Lady Mary Cape!, neice of the Earl of 
Essex, was bom September 3, 1850. 
At 


12 years of ajje he was an orphan in the 
care of his grandmother, the Countess of 
Perth and Melford, who confined 
his 


education to a nursery govornass, named 
Harriett Harrison. Possessing the entire 
confidence of bur master and mistress, 
the governess and her ward were much 
together, 
without exciting 
suspicion 


When it was learned one morning • that 
they had mysteriously disappeared, the 
effect was startling. 
Matters we're not 


improved much when thu young couple 
re-.urncd later in the day, and Lord 
Drummond shyly announced that he was 
married to Harriett, and prayed his 
grandfather's forgiveness niid blessing. 
The ancient Karl stormed at what he 
denounced as a degradation of the noble 
name, and angrily forbade his young heir 
to over enter his house again. 


The bride and groom took steerage 


passage for America and arrived at Castle 
Garden almost penniless. 
The young 


Lord vowed never to desert his wife or 
to return to Scotland until he returned as 
Earl of Perth, and his wife was received 
as befitted her new rank. . He assumed 
the plebiuu name of George Johnson, and 
went to work as shipping clerk in a whole- 
sale flour house in South street, where he 
remained working steadily for about two 
years until his employers collapsed in the 
panic of 1878. 
Except while on a voy 


age to the West Indies in a schooner a 
year ago Lord Drummond has been in the 
employ of Carbart, Wliitfurd & Co. ever 
since, advancing a little, but still half 
shipping clerk 
and half porter, and 


evincing much more inclination for physi- 
cal than mental exercises. 


Tlie peerage of which the young ship- 


ping cl'jrk is next heir antedates the dis- 
covery of America. 
The first Lord 


Drummond was a distinguished statesman 
and ambassador extraordinary toEnuhiud. 
llis great-grandfather, tlie second Lord 
DruiniiionJ, 
who 
married 
Mf\rgtu-ot, 


daughter of tljo Duke of Albany, and 
granddaughter of Kin;; James It. The 
fourth Lord Drummond, ambassador from 
King James II to the Spanish Court, was 
created Eari of Perth.

If, however, the term "blue grass" is 
meant for an abbreviation of the lime- 
stone soil. 
Propagated without cultiva- 


tion it comes up thick and juicy early in 
the spring, ripens in June, renews its 
growth in autumn and, retaining its ver- 
dure in spite of snow rnd ice, furnishes 
abundant and unequalled pasturage during 
the entire winter. It is believed to be 
indigenous. — Sportsman.
